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LUXURY IN AUSTERITY 
VISITING her home port for the first 
time, the 26.000-ton S. S. Independence of 
the American Export Line, fastest vessel 
of the American Merchant Marine, receiv­ 
ed the custom ary gala welcome and visit 
by officialdom as she sailed up New' York 
harbor to her Hudson River pier. In addi­ 
tion to being the fastest, at 26.1 knots, she 
is the biggest and most luxurious merchant 
vessel built in this country 
since World 
W ar II. 
Her companion ship, the Constitution, is 
under construction by the Bethlehem Steel 
C om pany’s shipbuilding division at Quincy, 
Mass., and is expected to be in service next 
spring. The first regular sailing of the In­ 
dependence w'ill be F ebruary IO on the 
M editerranean route. 
Construction and outfitting of luxury lin­ 
ers is in sharp contrast to the austerity the 
nation is about to experience. But work on 
both vessels was under w?ay long before 
that need becam e imperative. The Inde­ 
pendence, which has accommodations for 
1.000 passengers can, like her sister ship, 
be readily adapted to carrying as manv as 
5.000 troops, with a cruising range of 5,000 
miles. 
With controls in sight for construction of 
all sorts, it is not likely that the keels of 
any new luxury liners will be laid in the 
n e a r future. It does not follow, however, 
th a t both these ships will not fulfill the 
functions for which they are created. 


CALLING ON THE AGED 
HOW TO integrate in the defense pro­ 
gram millions of workers retired because 
of age is a serious and important problem. 
The unforgotten skills of the aged can be 
utilized as a phase of mobilization. The 
capable services of older persons in World 
War II proved that. More extensive servic­ 
es can be performed now than then be­ 
cause of the steadily increasing number of 
the aged. 
Clark Tibbets has been named chairm an 
Df a committee on the aged and geriatrics, 
the study of ailments incident to age. Dr. 
Russell M. Welder, director of the National 
Institute of Arthritis and Metabolic Dis­ 
eases, is nam ed a m em ber of the com m it­ 
tee.'

committee will endeavor to find places for 
reasonably able-bodied 
old 
people.

search w'ill be pressed in afflictions like 
arthritis, diabetes, rheumatism and a n em ­ 
ia in# the hope of releasing others for de­ 
fense work. 


The Philadelphia Bulletin, by entitling an 
editorial, “ The Yalta Legend,” got itself 
into a minor controversy. For Yalta is a 
fact, not a legend; it has already cost us 
perhaps as m any as 60,000 casualties in 
Korea, besides forcing upon us prepara­ 
tory mobilization for a general war. 


In a footnote to a reader’s protest, the 
editor clarifies 
his views, 
which 
come 
down to what might be called “ the law of 
necessity.” He says: 


“ The United States w'as free to suggest 
what Russia ought to do in this territory; 
but unless this country was then, before 
the Nazi w ar was over, prepared to break 
with Russia, we could not enforce oui 
idea.” 
That is a good starting point for a dis­ 
cussion of “ the law of necessity,” which is 
an application of a very old rule of thumb 
that the pleasantest way out of a dilemrfia 
is the easiest way. It is a tem porary relief 
from pressure by principles of morality. It 
eases the conscience somew'hat. 
Gangster parlance terms it the alibi, in 
the sense that if an action cannot be ex­ 
plained, it can be explained aw’av. Little 
boys do it all the time—and generals of 
losing arm ies are often like little boys: 
They do w’hat necessity seems to dictate 
and then try to w'riggle out of it. The suc­ 
cessful w ig g le r is a great strategist; the 
unsuccessful, a great disappointment. 
The Yalta conference m et in February, 
1945, when the United States was the most 
powerful nation on earth. At that confer­ 
ence, the late President Roosevelt handed 
the baton of power to Soviet Russia, and 
w'e have been a diminishing power since. 
The price we exacted from Russia w'as 
that the Russians should cease to be neu­ 
tral in our war with Japan. 
The moral issue w'as whether in a global 
war, in which the United States had come 
to the aid of Russia to the tune of $11 bil­ 
lion, to mention only money and not lives, 
Russia had any justification for remaining 
neutral in any phase of the war*. The argu­ 
ment against Russia having a second front 
was equally good against the United States 
having a second front. 
After concessions had been made at Yal­ 
ta, where hundreds of millions of hum an 
beings were sold into subjection and slav­ 
ery, Russia did not enter that war until J a ­ 
pan was defeated and pleading for peace. 
V-J Day was Aug. 15, 1945: Russia entered 
the F a r E ast war Aug. 8, 1945. And note 
that the date of Hiroshima was Aug. 6. 
1945. In a weed. Russia entered that war 
two days after the atom bomb was hurled 
at Japan and seven days before the term i­ 
nation of that war. 
To say, as the editor of the Philadelphia 
Bulletin does— 
“ It is now generally conceded that it was 
the military advisers in this country who 
pressed Roosevelt to do almost anything to 
get Russia into that war. They thought it 
necessary. We now know it w asn’t” —is in­ 
sufficient. How m any lives have been lost 
because these generals did not know the 
facts of life. To say, as this editor does— 
“ but all this is hindsight’’—is begging the 
question.

Repeated Attacks of Hives 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDIST, M D. 
WHEN attacks of hives are per­ 
sistent and repeated, the dis­ 
order is known medically as 
chronic urticaria. This affliction 
la closely related to another, 
equally distressing, known 
as 
angioneurotic edema, In which 
there Is Itching and swelling of 
the tissues, particularly about 
the mouth. Both disorders prob­ 
ably arise from the same causes; 
a t any rate, patients who suffer 
from one are very often subject 
to the other. 
Many possible causes for these 
disorders have been proposed. A 
careful study of a large group of 
cases reveals that, in most In­ 
stances, several conditions can 
contribute to their development. 
For example, a num ber of the 
patienta had evidences of In­ 
fection 
in the 
teeth, 
tonsils, 
sinus#*, gallbladder, or lungs. 
Sometimes the condition 
wa* 
brought on b f oversensitivity to 
substance# with which the skin 
came in contact, such as cos­ 
metics or wool. In other cases, 
the patients were oversensitive to 
tem perature changes, to heat, 
cold, or even to exercise. The 
abuse of laxatives was responsible 
in a number of instances. 
Other Disorders 
The only other disorders which 
seem to be commonly associated 
with chronic urticaria and angi­ 
oneurotic edema are those dis­ 
turbances definitely due to al­ 
lergy, such as year 'round hay 
fever and asthm a. 
Fifty-five patients were skin- 
tested for allergies and. in 54 in­ 
stances, positive reactions oc­ 
curred. The skin tests are made 
by injecting extracts of various 
substances under the skin and 
noting w hether a red swelling oc­ 


curs at the point of injection. 
Most of the patients showed def­ 
inite reactions to foods. A number 
also reacted 
to pollens 
from 
! plants, to dusts, molds, and bae- 
1 teria. 
Variety of Lines 
8lnce there are so many fac­ 
tors which help to produce these 
I conditions, treatm ent is given 
along a variety of lines. The anti- 
! histamine drugs are helpful, and 
some patients may respond to 
. tlkeir use alone. If one antihista- 
i mine drug does not bring relief, 
I others should be tried since where 
one fails others may often suc­ 
ceed. 
Vaccines made up of a group of 
bacteria also seem to cure some 
cases, since some patienta may 
be sensitive to certain drugs, par­ 
ticularly the salicylates or com- 
| pounds containing phenolphtha- 
i lein, care must be taken in the 
adm inistration of any drug prep­ 
arations.

In one patient studied, a oure 
j was brought about by removing a 
, cyst at the root of one of the 
• teeth. Another was cured by re­ 
moval of the gallbladder. Thus,

ough study by his physician so 
I th at any of the contributing 
causes may be found and elimi­ 
nated.

'EW YORK—In the first place, on a wintry 
Saturday afternoon, the city never is tUelf. 
It has a grayness, a coldness, an impersonal ap­ 
pearance: it is just another cluster of buildings 
ajvi people coated with January ice. 
The city is unreal and you wander through it a 
little uncertainly, trying to recognize things, trying 
to determine whether it is New York or St. Louis. 
I wanted to escape it for a little, the other day, 
so I went to the one sure place. The Cloisters is 
■a collection of medieval sculpture and architectural 
material belonging to the Metropolitan Museum of 
A rt situated in a monastery-like building in Fort 
Tryon park, at the northern tip of M anhattan 
borough, 
In the summer, the park it full of mothers with 
their baby carnages, discussing the relative merits 
of various diaper services in the shadow of the 
forbidding gray buildings. Now it is deserted, the leaves whistling 
up the paths and the thin ice shimmering on the puddles. 
In putting together this monument to the Middle Ages, the mn- 
•eum people combined the architecture and salvageable ruins of five 
French monasteries. You have the feeling you are strolling around 
In little side rooms of some great cathedral; there are stained-glass 
windows and tapestries and chipped and dirtied statues, and the 
strange musty air that goes with cathedrals. 
Guards stand around patiently, shifting their weight from foot to 
foot walking a few steps occasionally, always keeping their territory 
wuthin their split vision, like a halfback going downtteld and casing 
the opposition. 
You go through one of these cold gray halls and through a door­ 
way and you come into the Saint-Guilhem cloister. Here is where 
you escape the unreal city. 
This is a medium-size room that hag been constructed with loving 
care by some soul whose heart is back in the Twelfth Century: there 
is a fountain, for instance, that came from the French church of 
Saint-Sauveur at Flgeac, and there are IO corbels—wall supports— 
that are humorous and giotesque and are from the abbey of Notre 
(Os me de la errand*-ba ova. 


IF YOU ARE A HISTORICAL PURIST, these things are all of 
academic interest to you. They mean little to me as relics of history 
—but the cloister itself is. to me, the most amazing room in the 
world. For when you walk through that doorway, you walk into 
another world. 
To explain the feeling is impossible, but you must believe me; sud­ 
denly the Twentieth Century is unborn and a flying machine is the 
dream of a fool. 
W ater trickles from the fountain and there la the smell of shrubs 
and flowers. The gray pillars surround you and you wait, almost 
tensely, for some cowled friar to pad by, or some warrior rn armor 
to appear. 
I am historically illiterate; I have long since forgotten what people 
are supposed to have worn in the Twelfth Century or what they 
looked like. but when I stood in that cloister the feeling came to me 
that I soon would know. The hair went up on the back of my neck, 
as it alway* doe* when I go into that room, and I began to took 
around uneasily, as if unsure whether I ever would find my way ba k 
to the world I had left. 
The spell ended, of course, aa they always do. But not by a foot­ 
step in the hall or the appearance of a couple of schoolgirls. It ended 
because, as I stood there, almost shivering in my wonderment, my 
eyes went to a baseboard—and there, like the blast of a trumpet, was 
an electric light outlet. 
Two nice, flat, black holes, in the yellow metal casing, to bring 
light to Hie Twelfth Century. I relaxed, suddenly, and grinned as I 
looked out the casement window and saw a Fifth avenue bus roll by 
against the backdrop of the choppy Hudson river on a winter after­ 
noon.

ment. Happily, improved knowl­ 
edge of how

In the field of cancer, recent 
studies seem to indicate t h a t 
som e agents are definitely effec­ 
tive against certain f o r m * of 
tumor growths, but not to a suf­ 
ficient extent to produce a cure 
or even a promise of a cure as 
yet. The studies continue, 
How soon effective agents will 
be found to bring cancer, polio 
and the common cold under con­ 
trol is difficult to tell. There ta 
little reason to doubt that sooner 
or later such drugs will be de­ 
veloped.
